FRIENDS  EVERY  NIGHT 


Penitentiary  OtRcials  Diteaver  In- 

IS  Scheme  to  Get  Dirt 
of  Cells. 


FRANKFORT.  Ky..  Jan.  18.- The 
penitentiary  othcials  have  been  wor- 
ried of  late  hy  the  fact  that  every 
pight  some  of  the  convicts  on  one 
tier  of  the  cells  wonld  gret  out  of 
iheir  cells  in  soine  my.-terious  -vvuy 
and  get  into  other  ceils  and  visit  each 
other.  "TBey  made  Stl^RM&ipt  to  es- 
Mfw  from  the  ptrHon  iMt  lamply 
i^uited  to  run  around  and  risit  each 
other.  Of  course  it  was  done  (juietly 
and  the  j;uards  never  even  saw  them 
as  they  moved  from  one  cell  to  the 
other,  but  there  were  evidences  show- 
ing plainly  that  the  doors  were  un- 
locked and  the  visits  niade. 

After  a  long  and  careful  search 
Col.  E.  E.  Mudd,  the  warden,  found 
the  kit  of  tools  that  had  been  used 
to  open  the  cell  doors.  It  was  found 
in  a  hole  in  the  cell  of  a  convict  which 
had  been  used  for  the  heating  bo.x. 
The  hole%ad  been  carefully  cemented 
up  apparently,  but  the  cement  on  the 
outside  covered  a  narrow  Kttle  draw- 
er which  could  be  easily  pulled  open. 
When  closed  it  was  hardly  discem- 
able  to  the  naked  eye.  In  the  kit  of 
tools  was  found  several  files  and  a 
large  skeleton  key  that  would  un- 
lock any  cell  on  that  tier. 

The  cleverest  piece  of  work,  how- 
ever was  a  long  piece  of  wire  with 
one  end  wound  tightly  around  a  small 
bunch  of  rage.  When  the  gnard 
would  p:o  around  each  niirht  locking 
up  each  cell  the  coi^iet  who  had  the 
kit  of  tools  and  the  wire  would  shove 
his  little  bunqh  of  rags  into  the  bolt 
socket  just  before  the  guard  turned 
the  key  that  shfrt  the  bolt  into- place. 
As  soon  as  the  -juard  took  the  key 
out  the  convict  would  irive  his  piece 
of  wire  a  jerk  and  the  boft  would  be 
shoved  back  and  he  could  walk  out 
whenever  he  was  readj*.  take  his  skel- 
eton key  and  hberate  as  many  of  the 
other  e<mvict8  as  he  wished.

Washington.  Jan.  18.— Quick  to  ap- 
preciate the  plea  that  the  fine  arts 

have  been  denied  that  governmental 
consideration  so  universally  accorded 
by  other  nations,  as  anggested  by  the 
American  Institute  of  Architects. 
President  Roosevelt  has  taken  the 
first  steps  looking  to  their  recogni- 
tion by  this  fi;ovemmenL 

Ajb  the  initial  mora  la  response  to 
requests  from  th«KAmerican  Institute 
of  Architects,  the  president  an- 
nounces that  he  has  asked  the  insti- 
tute to  designate  the  names  of  SO 
men,  representing  all  parts  of  the 
country,  to  compose  a  council  of  the 
fine  arts.  The  object  of  the  council, 
which  is  to  consist  of  architects, 
painters,  sculptors,  landscape  archi- 
tects and  laymen,  of  which  the  super- 
vising architect  of  the  treasury  Is  to 
be  the  executive  head,  is  to  advise 
upon  the  character  and  design  of  all 
public  works  of  architectiir^  paintr 
ings,  sculpture,  all  mimuments,  parks, 
bridges  and  other  works  of  which 
the  design  forms  an  integral  part, 
and  to  make  suggestions  ahd  recom- 
mmidation»  for  the  ccmservation  of 
all  historic  monuments. 

Gives  Cordial  Approval. 

Cordial  approval  is  given  by  Presi- 
dent Roosevelt  to  the  recommenda- 
tions of  the  American  Institute  of 
Architects.  The  president  says  he 
will  direct  members  of  his  cabinet  to 
refer  to  the  proposed  council  of  fine 
arts  for  their  expert  advice  ons  all 
matters  in  their  charge  embracing 
architecture,  selection  of  sites  and 
landscape  work,  sculpture  and  paint- 
ing. 

"Morfjoyer."  declares  the  president. 
"I  shall  request  the  council  to  watch 
legislation  and  on  its  own  Initiative 
make  recommendations  to  the  execu- 
tive and  to  congress  with  regard  to 
proposed  changes  in  existing  monu- 
ments, or  with  regard  to  any  new 
project.  I  earnestly  advise  5'our  body 
to  take  immediate  steps  to  secure  the

-meognlzed  functionary,  whose  duties, 
according  to  Joinville,  probably  hi 
dnded  looking  after  the  turnspii  do^s 
In  their  revolvlns  wheel  <-u-j;r.  And  it 
waa  not  only  in  the  kitchen  that  the 
aia  I'lces  of  the  bellows  were  called  into 
cequisition,  for  the  log  fires  of  the  ban- 
queting hail  and  the  guest  chamber 
eqmilly  deniando<l  their  ministriition''.

Experts  abroad  often  make  rare 
finds,  a  few  of  which  are  here  repro- 
duced. Distinctively  renaissance  In 
character,  the  Italian  type  pictured  Is 
of  walnut  wood,  carved  and  gilt,  with 
nozzle  of  copper,  richly  chiseled.  The 
front  is  surmounted  by  a  mascheron, 
or  human  mask,  which  forms  tbe 
handle.

The  new  sngg^tlons  made  by  Charle 
R.  Lamb  of  the  Tree  Planting  assocla 
tion  of  New  ToriL  city  for  plantin 
trees  in  the  streets  of  New  York  an( 
for  planting  trees  on  cither  side  of  : 
railroad  track*  througliuut  an  entir. 
right  of  way  can  be  applied  U)  town 
as  well  as  cities.  Trees  along  railroat 
tracks  would  bo  plnntod  for  a  twofol' 
purpose— to  provide  tbe  timl)er  needcn 
for  railroad  ties  and  for  the  Increasec 
artistic  effect. 

Mr.  Lamb's  suggestions  are  being  of 
fared  to  the  Pennsylvania,  the  Ne\« 
York  Central,  the  Erie  and  other  rail 
roada  In  the  United  States.  Mr.  Lami 
has  suggested  tbe  ending  down  foi 
use  In  ties  pf  the  alt^natlng  trees 
thus  keeping  a  contlnnona  line  o 
growing  trees,  the  ones  removed  bein; 
replaced  by  smaller  growths,  which.  1: 
turn,  would  be  full  grown  trees  whci 
the  second  cutting  was  made. 

Mr.  Lamb  makes  additional  suggo> 
tlous  as  to  the  co-operation  of  the  Tre 
Planting  association  with  the  local  au 
tboritios  of  each  city  and  town  am; 
with  the  civic  associations  intereste<' 
in  the  beautiflcation  of  their  cities  oi 
towns  so  that  the  tree  planting  wouU' 
be  developed  from  the  railroad  track 
aromid  the  stations  and  on  the  maii 
streets  or  the  roads  leading  to  the  sta 
tibns.  The  inevitable  result,  in  Mr 
Laml)'s  judgment,  would  l>e  that  th« 
principle  of  tree  planting  would  be  de 
veloped  in  each  community  as  its  henu 
ty.  practicabiliiy  and  ^onomy  of  ad 
ministration  became  appreciated  under 
these  suggestions.

IN  a  one  room  log  shanAy  with  an 
earthen  floor  and  lighted  only  by 
a  e:lazod  paper  window  Abraham 

Liueolii  was  b<iru.  lie  died  in  ii 
theater  by  the  hnnd  of  an  actor.  As  a 
bald  statement  of  the  method  of  his 
arrival  and  dei)arture  that  is  not  very 
promising-  Hut  what  of  it?  It  is  not 
the  manner  of  a  soul's  entering  the 
world  or  leaving  it  that  tells  the  story, 
but  its  conduct  while  here.  Jesus  of 
Nazareth  was  bom  in  a  stable  among 
tbe  cattle  and  was  executed  as  a  crim- 
inal, but  there  was  so  much  radiance 
in  his  life  that  it  lias  reflected  a  glory 
over  both  manger  and  cross.  In  like 
manner  Lincoln  has  made  a  log  cabin 
entrance  and  a  theater  exit  honorable. 
After  all,  it  is  the  man  that  counts  and 
not  the  accidents  that  surround  him. 

Many  writers  profess  to  believe  that 
with  a  less  humble  birth  and  rearing 
Lincoln  would  have  remained  un- 
known. I  do  not  believe  it.  Desjiite 
his  ephemeral  surroundings  lie  would 
liave  been  a  great,  a  loving  and  a 
mighty  soul  who  would  have  left  bis 
impress  for  good.  He  was  not  so  pony 
as  to  be  dependent,  on  moe  happen- 


belieye  a  tiling  he  said  so,  whatever  Its 
^ect  on  himself.  If  a  probl«n  pns- 
zled  Mm  he  wonld  dig  down  to  the 
very  rootsUf  it,  make  it  all  as  clear  as 
daylight  to  his  own  mind  and  then 

I  iwactice  on  giving  it  the  plainest  and 
simplest  statement  possible  to  others. 
Lincoln   was  honest  with  hik  own 

'  soul.     There   was   not   the  slightest 

'  sham  or  pretense  in  his  makeup.  If 
"NVashiugtou  could  not  tell  a  lie,  Liu- 

I  coin  could  not  think  or  live  one.  He 
simply  had  to  see  things  as  they  are, 

!  and  then  his  own  nature  compelled 
liim  to  live  true  to  what  he  bad  seen. 
Tbe  man  wbo  Anally  soma  np  lAa- 
coin  will  come  to  see  t&at  four  of  his 
chief  qualities  were  trntli,  logic,  love 
and  humor.  fiUmpllclty  was  a  fifth 
and  democracy  a  sixth.  He  was  al- 
ways approachable  and  met  evorybody 
on  terms  of  equality. 

A  seventh  trait  has  been  spoken  of 
by  Dennis  Hanks  in  the  interview  al- 
ready mentioned.    "Thar  was  jist  one 

I  thing  Abe  Lincoln  didn't  know,"  he 

i  said.  "He  didn't  know  how  to  be 
mean,  to  do  a  mean  thing  tlilnk  a 
mean  thought  When  God  made  *OId 


**When  ncx>n  come  he*d  set  under  a 
tree  an*  read  an*  eat.** 


Ings  ontslde  of  himself.  Nol>ody  that 
amounts  to  anything  is.  The  far  t  that 
Lincoln  arose  from  humble  beginnings 
to  a  place  among  the  unforgotten  ones 
is  an  infinite  encouragement  to  all  oth- 
v.r  boys  who  are  similariy  born,  but 
It  is  they  who  need  the  example  more 
than  he  needed  the  hardships.  The 
simple  lesson  is  that  the  soul  should 
arrive  through  any  kind  of  drcnm- 
atances  whatsoever.  It  is  not  the  be- 
ginning, Imt  ttie  end  of  tbe  road,  that 
counts. 

The  best  account  of  Lincoln's  boy- 
hood I  liave  ever  seen  was  contained 
In  an  Interview  with  old  Dennis  Hanks 
which  was  published  in  one  of  the 
magazines  a  year  or  two  a^'o.  Dennis 
Hanks,  who  did  ii<>t  amount  to  much 
In  any  other  way,  was  Lincoln's  cousin 
and  boyhood  friend.  But  he  did  have 
eyes,  a  memory  and  a  tongue.  By 
the  use  of  the  three  he  has  left  a 
graphic  picture  of  liis  playmate  and  Is 
worthy  of  note  for  the  picture's  sake 
if  for  no  other  reason.  Little  Abe,  it 
seems,  was  Just  a  plain,  long  legged 
American  boy  who  wanted  to  Imow 
«va7thing  and  who  spent  most  of  his 
■pare  time  in  playing  pranks,  reading 
•very  book  he  could  get  his  hands  ou 
and  asking  questions.  Did  you  ever 
see  a  boy  like  that?  It  seems  to  me  I 
have  seen  several  thousand.  It  i.s 
hardly  possible  that  they  will  nil  be 
president,  but  they  are  siartiiijr  right. 

Did  you  ever  rot^ett  that  it  is  this 
very  fact  of  Lincoln's  being  so  lik-^ 
everybody  else  and  yet  so  different 
that  has  endeannl  him  to  the  heart  of 
the  w^orld?  He  has  revealed  to  us  how 
divine  and  noble  and  beautiful  this 
common  life  can  be  made.  To  walk 
along  the  way  we  walk,  amid  the  dust, 
vexations  and  annoyances,  to  meet  the 
baxdshlpe  and  tenq>tatIons  we  meet,  to 
be  cast  down  and  sad  and  discouraged 
Uke  as  we  are  and  yet  to  go  through 
It  all  with  honesty,  with  truth,  with 
strength  and  with  good  nature— that 
does  not  sound  so  difficult  or  wonder 
ful,  and  yet  that  is  the  very  way  Lin- 
coln went.  The  most  apparent  things 
about  him.  even  in  his  boyhood,  were 
bis  thoroughness,  his  fidelity  to  truth 
and  his  mental  honesty.  If  he  did  not 


Abe'  he  left  that  out  fur  other  men 
to  divide  up  among  'em." 

These  qualities  which  were  so  con- 
spicuous in  Lincoln  the  man  were 
also  in  evidence  In  Lincoln  the  boy. 
He  fought,  worked,  played,  read, 
fished,  hunted,  courted,  told  stories, 
played  jokes  and  did  the  other  things 
that  healthy,  genuine  boys  do.  It  was 
not  the  doing  or  not  doing  of  any  of 
these  that  differentiated  him  firom  his 
fellows.  Wliat,  then,  was  it?  Was 
it  not  In  the  babtts  of  his  thought 
lying  back  of  all  these.  In  his  very 
soul  texture.  In  thei,  Indefinable  quality 
of  bis  innermost  life  that  compelled 
blm  to  remain  close  to  truth  and 
mercy,  that  made  him  democratic,  gen 
uine  and  simple,  that  f(jrced  him  to  go 
to  the  bottom  of  everything  and  that 
would  not  let  him  do  or  think  a  moan 
thing— Avas  it  not  in  those  that  lay 
the  He«  ret  of  Abraham  Lincoln  both  ns 
boy  and  man?  The  corn  germinates 
corn;  the  lily  brings  forth  a  lily;  the 
oak  begets  an  oak.  If  soma  one  can 
tell  of  the  divine  seed  that  grows  a 
soul  he  can  find  the  sources  of  tbe 
greatness  of  Lincoln— not  otherwise. 
Neither  heredity  nor  oivironment. 
neither  occasion  nor  a  combination 
of  all  three,  comes  within  a  million 
miles  of  explaining  such  a  man.  One 
might  as  well  ascribe  the  plumage  of 
a  bird  of  paradise  to  the  water  it 
drinks.  LiTi'oln  went  below  th<'  sur- 
face in  studying  any  (juestion  ho  ap- 
proadicd,  ami  we  must  go  below  the 
surface,  and  far  below  the  surface  at 
that,  in  studying  him. 

Returning  to  tke  Dennis  Hanks  in- 
turview,  bne  Is  an  flluminatlng  touch. 

^'Seems  to  me  now,**  says  tb»  Irre- 
pressilde  Dennis,  "I  never  sem  Abe 
after  he  was  twelve  'at  he  didn't  have 
a  book  in  his  hand  or  In  his  pocket. 
He'd  put  a  book  inside  tiis  shirt  an' 
fin  his  pants  pockets  with  com  dodg- 
ers an'  g(*  off  to  plow  or  hoe.  When 
noon  come  be  d  sot  under  a  tree  an' 
read  an'  eat.  An'  when  he  come  to 
the  house  at  night  he'd  tilt  a  cheer 
back  by  the  chlmbley.  put  his  feet  on 
the  rung  an'  sot  on  his  backbone  an* 
read.  Aunt  Salry  always  put  a  candle 
on  the  mantel  tree  piece  fur  him  if 
\ 


I  she  had  one.  An'  ay  like  as  not  Abe 'd 
I  eat  his  supper  thar.  takin'  anything 
j  she'd  give  him  that  he  could  gnaw  at 
,  an'  read  at  the  same  time.    I've  seen 
,  many  a  feller  come  in  an'  look  at  him, 
;  Abe  not  knowin'  anylxxiy  was  round, 
an'  sneak  out  ag'iu  like  a  cat  an'  say. 
'Well,  I'll  be  darned!'   It  didn't  seem 
natural,  nohow,  to  see  a  fdlar  read 
like  that" 

Lincoln's  Insatiable  craving  to  know 
things  did  not  manifest  Itself  alone  In 
a  dertre  to  read.  Every  stranger  that 
came  to  the  honse  would  be  ques* 
tioned  by  the  youngster  until  the  elder 
Lincoln  Interfered.    He  was  as  per- 
sistent   a    queistloner    as    Li  Hung 
Chang.    When  Robert  Owen's  colony 
was  started  at  New  Harmony.  Ind., 
young  Abraham  almost  worried  him- 
self sick  because  he  hoard  there  was 
\  a  boat  load  of  books  along,  and  he 
j  wanted  to  break  iuto  this  paradise  of 
j  knowledge.    Books  were  not  plentiful 
I  In  Indiana  in  those  days,  and  the  fu- 
ture pn'sident  was  known  to  walk  for 
,  miles  or  work  for  days  for  the  poor 
I  privilege  of  buying  or  bcHTowing  one. 
That  wtm  the  poverty  tiia  boj  felt 
most 

One  more  quotation  from  the  gar- 
rulous Dennis  and  we  leave  him.  It 
is  anent  the  Lincoln  stories: 

"'Abe,'  says  I,  *whar  did  you  get  so 
blamed  m&ny  lies?'  An'  he'd  always 
say:  'Denny,  when  a  story  I'arns  you 
a  good  lesson  it  ain't  no  lie.  (Jod  tells 
truth  in  parables.  They're  easier  fur 
common  foiks  to  understand  an'  ricol- 
lecf    His  stories  was  like  that." 

Most  writers  on  Lincoln  insist  on  de- 
scribing his  dress,  dwelling  on  the 
fact  that  his  trousers  did  not  meet  his 
shoes,  that  his  ooat  was  too  small,  if 
he  had  a  coat,  and  generally  making 
his  habiliments  as  ridiculous  ns  a  rath- 
er lively  imagination  will  permit.  This 
is  scarcely  fair.   Lincoln  dressed  fully 
as  well  as  those  with  whom  he  asso- 
ciated.   Indeed,  the  lively  ?')ennis  says 
i  that  -Vbe  had  more  i)ride  than  the  oth- 
er children  and  tlierefore  indulged  the 
,  unusual   luxury  of  white  shirts  for 
I  Sunday.    Awkward  he  perhaps  was, 
but  that  ho  was  the  lout  sometimes 
pi<  tured  was  farthest  from  the  truth. 
I  Indeed,  he  was  regarded  as  tbe  bright- 
'  est  and  most  ambitious  boy  In  the 
j  neighborhood. 

Compared  -with  city  standards  or 
even  with  modem  standards  anywhere 
j  Llnc<rin  was  shabbily  dressed,  was 
I  poor,  lacked  educational  advantages 
'  and  was  surrounded  by  an  inferior 
environment.    It  Is  not  just  to  cora- 
!  pare  by  such  standards.    Ills  boyhood 
j  occurred  nearly  a  century  ago  on  the 
I  frontier.    In  his  world  his  education, 
mostly  self  acquired,  was  better  than 
the  average;  his  poverty  was  little  or 
no  worse  than  tbat  of  tboaa  aroud 
him;  his  dress  was  as  good  as  or  better 
than  that  of  Us  boy  fMends.  To  ridi- 
cule his  people  or  his  circumstances 
or  his  ck>tbes>ls  to  ridicule  those  of 
all  flrontlersmen  of  his  day.  Any  one 
guilty  of  such  a  reflection  but  adver- 
tises his  own  narrowness  and  the  un- 
due stress  he  places  on  outer  things. 
What  do  the  Lincoln  clothes  amount 
to  anyway?    They  were  the  most  su- 
perficial part  of  the  man  and  are  im- 
portant only  in  the  eyes  of  the  most 
superficial  people.   Why  are  they  spo- 
ken of  more  than  those  of  aajr  otter 
president?    Lincoln  himadf  imm  tao 
big  to  be  censcloua  of  tbam. 

But  moa  rraMyrsd  from  ttls  !■  the 
continual,  reitatated,  aisilsiili^  fiter* 
ence  to  his  great  height  What  If  he 
was  tail?  There  have  been  other  tall 
men  in  history  of  whose  longitudinal 
measurements  little  or  nothing  is  said. 
Why  keep  It  so  in  the  foreground  with 
Lincoln?  Why  make  It  so  prominent 
that  it  obscures  Infinitely  more  impor- 
tant things?  Does  his  stature  in  his- 
tory depend  on  the  length  of  his  bones? 
Are  we  to  measure  his  soul  with  a 
footrule?  Are  tiis  bodily  dlmenaions 
more  to  be  regarded  than  Us  charac- 
ter? Are  his  Inner  glory  and  beauty 
always  to  lie  vefled  behind  a  homely 
exterior?  There  have  been  other  ugly 
men  In  hlstcHry  concerning  whose  lack 
of  personal  pulchritude  not  one-hun- 
dredth part  as  much  has  been  said. 
Why  not  talk  more  of  the  inner  Lin- 
coln and  his  mission  of  mercy  rather 
than  si>ond  so  much  time  on  his  outer 
mask  and  the  accidents  that  surround- 
ed him? 

The  most  noteworthy  things  about 
Lincoln  the  boy  were  not  tba  length 
of  his  trousers  and  the  shortness  of  his 
purse.  They  were  his  love  of  Justice, 
hi»  love  of  knowledge,  his  love  of 
truth.  These  were  shown  In  a  thou- 
sand ways.  They  are  the  lights  that 
i  reveal  him.  With  all  due  respect  to 
everybody.  I  am  infinitely  tired  of  all 
1  the  nonessential  rubbish  that  is  foist- 
ed on  the  world  in  the  name  of  Lincoln 
to  the  obscuration  of  his  greater  and 
better  self. 

When  a  Roman  emperor  won  a  war 
he  was  given  a  triumph.  Lincoln 
likewise  had  a  triunotph,  but  tbe  pro- 
cessions were  In  black  and  woe  ac- 
companied by  dirges,  tttm  and  the 
tolling  of  bells.  Yet  no  tribute  ever 
paid  was  so  great  Just  as  no  victory 
ever  won  was  so  momentous.  It  was 
not  a  section  that  gained  the  day,  but 
self  government  and  the  rights  of 
man.  It  was  not  one  race  that  was 
made  free,  but  in  the  end  all  races 
and  all  nations. 

Lincoln  symbolizes  all  of  this  to  us, 
and  more.  He  stands  for  great  events, 
but  is  greater  In  Mm^^f  than  these 
events.  The  soul  of  a  man  Ineloses 
the  tlMngs  It  accomplishes,  but  Is  not 
inclosed  by  them.  "We  are  all  binrer 
than  our  destinies.  Just  as  a  creator  is 
bigger  than  his  creation.  Lincoln 
means  to  us  broken  chains  and  re- 
welded  states,  but  his  moaning  does 
not  end  there.  He  is  also  a  human 
expression  of  mercy  and  truth, 
strength  and  meekness,  democracy 
and  Americanism.  In  the  form  of  a 
man  he  epitomizes  the  path  from  a 
log  cabin  to  the  White  House,  from 
the  deepest  obseorltj  to  Vb%  moft 
luminous  fitmsw

SWINDLING  POOR  WOMEN. 

Mail  Order  Shark  Got  Caught  In.  til* 
N«ts  of  F«d«ral  Law.. 

Those  who  bite  an^  are  bitten  are 
■mny  and  widely  dlstrllmted.  Becent- 
|y  a  man  was'  arrested  Iqr  federal  au- 
thorities In  an  Oregon  town  on  the 
technical  charge  of  misusing  the 
mails  to  defraud.  He  was  a  mail  order 
genius,  also  a  croolc  of  perfect  propor- 
tions. He  had  figured  It  out.  be  said, 
that  mail  crdcr  advertising  is  so  popu- 
lar as  to  tempt  tbe  unwary,  particular- 
ly the  Ifrnorant  unwary,  almost  any- 
where. fr(jm  Massachusetts  to  Arixona 
—effete  east  and  frontier. 

Accordingly  this  enterprising  person 
advertised  that  for  the  small  som  of 
a  dolWr  he  would  send  oiaterial  and 
Instructions  for  iMMiig  a  dozen 
waists.  TIte  completed  waists  were  to 
be  returned  to  him;  or,  rattier,  to  the 
Ugh  sounding  "company"  under  the 
title  of  which  he  traveled,  tlirongh  the 
mails.  Upon  receipt  of  the  dozen 
waists  ibe  maker  would  receive  $3.G0. 
A  waist  could  be  made  in  a  few  min- 
utes, the  adYCTtisement  said,  by  any 
.woman. 

Thousands  of  unsuspecting  women 
sent  in  their  dollars  to  this  mall  order 
advertiser.  As  a  matter  of  course, 
practically  all  of  them  were  poor  wo- 
men, most  of  them  pitifully  poor,  who 
were  willing  to  invest  a  liaid  earned 
and  mudi  needed  dollar  in  tlie  expec- 
tation of  getting  nearij  $4  in  retwna. 
Tlie  replies  and  the  d<dlars  «ame  in 
from  Maine  and  Florida,  ttmn  Seattle 
and  San  Diego,  from  all  over  the  coun- 
trj'  and  even  from  Canada.  This  mall 
order  shark  accepted  Canadian  money 
without  protest.  Any  sort  of  money 
looked  good  to  him. 

And  he  accepted  the  waists,  too,  but 
did  not  pay  for  them.  Instead  he 
wrote  bade  that  the  work  was  unsat- 
isfactory and  suggested  that  the  wo- 
men send  a  dollar  for  a  sample  w^lst 
so  that  they  could'  see  Just  exactly 
how  tlie  sewing  was  to  be  done  and 
timretay  team  how  to  earn  motb^  mon- 
cj  in  tlie  future.  In  every  instuice  the 
worlc  was  nnsatiafaetory.  Ortainly. 
!niat  was  the  game.  Some  few  of  the 
poor  w<taien  sent  another  good  dollar 
after  the  first  one.  but  most  of  them. 
It  is  pleasant  to  say.  had  sense  enough 
to  know  that  they  had  been  bitten  by 
a  shark  and  did  not  need  anotlier  bite 
to  make  sure  of  it 

Somebody  complained,  and  Uncle 
Sam  pounced  down  upon  this  mail  or- 
der genius  and  put  him  iu  Jail. 

Now,  the  moral  is  easy.  Nearly  any 
one  of  these  wohaen  by  a  little  look- 
ing about  could  have  found  woclt  at 
waist  mafclng  right  at  liome.  where 
they  would  liave  been  sure  of  prompt 
and  bpna  fide  acceptance  of  their 
good  work  and  prompt  pay,  accordiug 
to  the  agreement  But  Instead  of  do- 
ing that  they  were  caught  by  the 
cutely  worded  little  mail  order  ad.. 
and  thou.sands  of  poor  women  would 
be  t»ugbt  yet  if  Uncie  Sam  had  not 
caught  the  catcher.

"So  long  as  people  continue  to  hold 
the  theory  that  distance  lends  en-

I>o!lars 
arc  easily  digested.  The  community 
apiM'tite  Is  always  normal,  and  if  you 
keep  on  shipping  your  dollars  out  by 
money  order  or  bank  check  to  dis- 
tant points  to  buy  things  j-ou  could 
buy  right  here  at  home  with  efjuai 
advantage  or  better  tliis  town  will 
stay  hungry  and  increase  in  gaunt i- 
ness. 

"I  know  towns."  the  philosopher 
continued,  "that  are  so  lean  because 
of  this  underfeeding,  doe  to  .^nall  or- 
der e<HnpetltIon.  that  tbelr  bones  stick 
out  and  are  visible  to  the  naked  eye. 
If  you  want  to  starve*^  your  home 
place  and  stunt  its  growth  so  that 
when  It  comes  to  a  mature  age  it  will 
be  as  puny  and  sickly  as  a  youth 
who  has  smoked  seven  packages  of 
cigarettes  every  day  since  be  was 
fourteen,  just  continue  to  feed  the 
town's  leiritimate  food— the  dollars 
produced  litio-  to  tin-  voracious  maw 
of  the  mail  order  concerns  away  oft 
yonder.  But  if  you  want  your  town 
to  be  healthy  and  happy  and  look  fat 
and  prosperous,  with  good  red  blood 
in  Its  veins,  patronise  tbe  home  mer- 
chant the  home  manufacturer,  tbe 
liome  tailor,  doctor.  dMitist,  printer, 
etc.,  every  time  you  tiave  a  dollar  to 
spend.  Feed  your  dollars  to  your 
neighbors  and  tbey  will  reciprocate  in 
kind." 


Fines  if  Paper  Is  Loose  on  Streets.

The  prohibitionists  are  now  trying  to 
pass  another  bill  prohibiting  the  man- 
ufacture of  alcoholic,  malt  or  vinous 
liquors  in  the  state  of  Tennessee.  Tho 
measure  known  as  the  statewide  law 
simply  prohibit. s  the  sale  of  liquor 
within  four  miles  of  any  schoolhouse. 
The  prohibitionists  say  if  there  is  a 
spot  in  the  state  which  is  not  within 
four  miles  of  a  schoolhouse  they  will 
see  that  a  schoolhouse  built. 

Tho  bill  to  prohibit  the  manufac- 
ture of  liquor  In  the^  state  is  being 
fought  more  bitterly  than  any  meas- 
ure ever  Introduced. 


Confusion  at  Glenwood  Springe 
Gradually  Straightened  Out. 
Olenwood  Springs.  Colo.,  Jsn.  18.— 
The  confnsiw  tiHlowIng  upon  the 
wreck  at  Dotsero  Is  gradually  being 
straightened  out  There  have  been 
no  more  deaths  among  the  Injured, 
and  more  hope  is  entertained  for  the 
recovery  of  those  whose  condition  is 
serious.  There  were  136  passengers 
on  the  train,  and  most  of  them  are 
accounted  for.

Castro  abroad  appears  to  be  of  as 
much  importance  as  Castro  in  Venezu- 
ela, dictatlngaud  |>loffing.  JVtaUehewas 
at  boni^  stirring  np  one  power  after 
'  another,  curiosity  as  to  the  manner  of 
man  be  was  l>ecame  subordinate  to  in- 
dignation that  he  should  be  allowed 
to  play  fast  and  loose  with  treaty  ob- 
ligations and  make  a  football  of  dip- 
lomatic dignity.  He  was  a  power  in 
"Venezuela  and  a  maker  of  troJible  for 
nations  having  dealings  with  that 
country.  Hds  was  aU  tlie  wodd  cared 
to  know. 

Castro  was  not  easily  eliminated 
from  Venezuelan  affairs  even  though 
out  of  his  country.  Even  In  Caracas 
ho  hsd  been  a  man  of  mysterj'.  A 
couple  of  years  ago  he  resigned  bis 
cffflce,  bnt  when  it  salted  him  to  take 
the  helm  again  he  simply  returned  to 
the  capital  and  began  Issuing  orders. 
Those  who  knew  Castro  best  believe 
that  his  trip  to  Ehirope  is  s^mfdy  an- 
tfther  act  th  the  drama  he  plays  with 
consummate  cleverness  and  almost 
Napoleonic  audacity.  Courage  he  un- 
doubtedly has,  for  all  the  attempts  of 
the  powers  of  the  world  do  not  seem 
to  scare  Mm  any  more  than  eoe  ot 
the  petty  revolntions  at  hokne.  A 
nnisanee  Castro  certainly  Is.  and  be 
may  be  a  mere  poser  at  best,  bnt  so
